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Give Them A Chance 


An army representative in the Manitoba 
legislature said there has been a let-down 
of civilian interest in the problems of re- 
turned men, There is some ground for this 
criticism, 

As one instance, not enough employers 
of labor are making places for returned men 
who want a chance to earn while they learn; 
not nearly enough. Without more employer 
co-operation that eminently practical scheme 
for getting veterans back into civilian life 
on a self-supporting basis will fall far short 
of its possibilities; may not in fact amount 
to muc 

If it should break down, what will be the 
position and the prospects of the would-be 
earner-learner? He hasn’t a trade, nor 
profession, Few of them are well-to-do, Many 
of them have wives and a child or so to sup- 
port. Their interim allowances and credits 
will not last many months if these have to 
go for rent and food. These men need jobs 
and incomes now. The Government offers to 
pay part of their wages while they learn how 
to be useful in some industrial or commercial 
establishment, Employers should stretch a 
point in order to make room for one or more 
of these particularly deserving men. It isn’t 
much they are asking—and they fought for 
Canada, 


Everyone Can Help 


War is just an incident in the never- 
ending operations of the Red Cross organ- 
ization. An incident that multiplies its re- 
sponsibilities and activities, but does not 
change its essential objective. The fighting 
has stopped, but the world is filled with suf- 
fering and misery—the world, that is, out- 
side this most favored continent. 

It is the inestimable good fortune of Can- 
adians that they live in this oasis, relatively 


That Russian troops are to remain there until 
the situation “clears” quite obviously means 
they will stay until Russia gets ready to call 
them home—promises, the Russo-Iran treaty 
of 1942, and the United Nations, being re- 
garded as “inadmissable” factors in the case. 

It requires neither anti-Russian suspicion 
nor any gift of imagination to understand 
that the date of their removal will depend 
on how soon the province is definitely pried 
loose from Iran and established as an inde- 
pendent state, or annexed by Moscow. 

The bald fact behind the “negotiating” 
with Tehran and the continued presence of 
Russian troops in Azerbaijan is that Russia 
intends to get the oil fields in that area— 
which, by the way, it doesn’t need. 


Only seven German prisoners of war are 
unaccounted for in Canada, out of as many 
thousand who were interned in camps here 
for three years or more. The veterans who 


uarded the prisoners, and the police, who 
unted down escapees, did a good job. 


Operation Muskox bogged down in a 
blinding snow-storm near Baker lake, the 
storm so bad that airplanes could not keep 
track of the ground force and deliver sup- 
plies. This does not imply that the experi- 
ment is a failure or will be. On the contrary, 
the men are finding out how their special 
equipment works and under what conditions 
it does not work. That is exactly what they 
were sent out for, 


Thus far 14 international conferences are 
on the calendar of the next nine months, with 
additions expected shortly. It sounds rather 
ridiculous, but it isn’t. The war caused some 
disagreements which have to be ironed out. 
It brought to a head quite a number which 
had been simmering for a long while, and 
will likewise have to be settled, And it junk- 
ed the whole dream-philosophy of national 
isolation, posing for each country the quest- 
ion of how it proposes to get along with the 
neighbors. 


A new treaty signed by Chinese Nation- 
alist and Communist leaders places the mil- 
itary forces of both factions under control 
of the civil authority. This is said to be the 
first time in 4,000 years that military rule 
has been set aside and the civil power de- 
clared supreme. If the arrangement is to last 
there will have to be the closest kind of co-

All major nations, we presume, maintain an in- 
formation ov spy service prying into the military 
secrets of their neighbors and alleged friends. When 
this ugly faet is made public it shocks our sensi- 
bilities and arouses our fears
